Cohen, lias been connected with the 
MiLccabaoan Circle for several years, 
and h.'is served Uic organization In 
varir>iiM capacltlcH. He jircr'ided over 
till- meetings of the Circle two yoai-s 
ago, and is at present a member of 
Its JCxecutlve, Moreover, he repre- 
sented Mc<:ill In the Intercollegiate 
Mr-Duiiiii Deii.iiQ which woa held at 
Toronto in VJ'Zi. 

Mr, 8pe<-lor, It avIII be reniembci ed. 
has debated often for McOlII Univer- 
sity, and has thereby gained an envi- 
able reputation ns a fluent, as welt ns 
an lii.itructlve, speaker. Last year he 
represented IiIm iinlx ersf.y In the 
Canibri<tec-.\lcOI!l Debate. 

Kurthermore, both speakers lin\e it 
lliins manifested n keen Interest in 
.lewliili niiestlons and ijroblenia. As a 
con«ei|in-iii'e they are well iil)Ie to deal 
with u subject of such scopii as "In- 
tcniulloiiullsm and Zionism."

(Jiving a comprehensive outline of 
the history of Brltlah rule In India 
nnd the effects of rule on the country. 
It. L. Hutnam spoke on India to the 
Literary snd l'hllosophlcal Socl'ty cf 
the Precbylerlnn College on Monday 
evening. Inaifmuch as Mr, Uutnam's 
homo Is In India he Is ln:a position 
lo knoiv Intimately the condlUons of 
the countiy. 

He began by pointing out that events 
transpire very quickly In the East 
mnklng 11 very hard for the people of 
the west to following them. Therefore 
allboiigh great changes are taking 
place In India, the West Is little In- 
formed of them. . It Is this lack of 
Information that leads to nil the mis 
undcrsta.ndlng between the Kast and 
West. 

The si>C!iker then g.we a. brief out- 
line of ncqulallton of India by I3ng- 
l.ind. It ba.« hern arqulrcd by a long, 
slow and constant proces.v The EngUsii 
originally entered the country as small 
traders who were In constant tear of 
the Portuguese and Dutch. Then theo' 
formed into a mere powerful and char 
tered company. This was called The 
Tiast India Company. 

AYhen other people «aw tli.it ihli 
Company was pro.«i>erlng and acquir- 
ing great -wealth and power, they also 
sent traders to this rich country, where 
they could sell their bales of goods 
iix. enonnous profits. This resulted 
In a gradual Crlulsh Colonial expan 
slon, by which they gained a great 
prestige, which finally evolved Into 
a eovrelgnlty. The first form of de 
mocracy that India ever had. was In 
troduced In 1S9: by the India Councils 
Act, 

Soon however there was a stirring 
of natlonalisn, this was particularly 
notlrr.ilil.. In tli*" derjide between 1500 
and I'JIO. In 1909 the most Important 
step was taken In devnocratic govern 
mem. Then came the Great War nnd 
India shotted her loyalty by entering 
11 whole-heartedly. As a result of the 
War national consclousnoss was ar- 
oused.

A discussion of seventeenth and 
nineteenth century medicine wa.i the 
program of the Osier Society which 
met last night, "Ouy Patin" by Wil- 
liam Moffatt and ".Some .V.^pccts of 
Nineteenth Century .Vcdlclne" by D. 
O. McKlnnon were the two papers 
read at the meeting. The honorary 
members present were Dr. Ocrtel and 
Dr. rinley. 

The first >pcakcr gave a graphic 
description of the condition of the 
medical world in , the seventeenth 
century as devealed In the letters of 
r.ijy I'nt n. physician. These letters 
were not intended for publication and 
fortunately for their author were not 
made put>ltc until after their death 
for they consist largely of bitter and 
sallrl-ral oonimcnt on high-pl.aced 
perfons of the day. lie wss espec ally 
venomous In his condemnation of 
CardlnaJ rtichclieu and .Mazartn. 

The speaker then went on to des- 
cribe the medical education of the 
perlo<I. the degrees given were in 
.succession Dm helor, l/centiate, . and 
Doctor. The works of Galen and Hip- 
pocrates were the only subjects 
taught. In practice purgation and 
blood-Ietllng were the favorite me- 
thods. The d<'script;on of rond tlon' 
rendered understandable .Mollere's 
diatribes against the medical profes- 
sion 'in "La. Malade imaginaire." 

In commenting on the paper Dr. 
OerteJ remarked on the great Intel- 
Icctual stagnation existlnci at that 
lime !n -all Une» of thougfit and the 
UxrbarouB practices then tn vogue 
among the upper cl.iases. 

The second p.ipe- pr<'^entfd a period 
In «iriklng contrast to the above. In 
eijtl ning the wonderful achievement 
In biologj", phyJrtoIoKi'. and medicine 
during the nineteenth century D. D. 
McKlnnon spoke of the outstanding 
figures contributing to these advan- 
ces. The first mention was Jenner. 
discoverer of vncc'nntlon, next, VIchat 
the htsto-pathologlst, then Laennec. 
discoverer of the stethoscope. 

In Ihia connection the speaker 
ftated that he got hi? di-a for this 
Instrument from some children play 
Ing with pieces of wood In the garden

(Cont'nued from page one) 
groat compicxlty of tho system of 
government in India, Ho went on to 
show how the country is divided Into 
a great number of provinces, each 
governed by an executive head. Under 
this man there is a legislative council 
which Is chosen from the province and 
does the actual governlns of It; Ovor 
the whole is the Viceroy, who ocouples 
a position somewhat similar to that 
of governor-general In this country, 
except that the Viceroy of India pos- 
sesses the veto of power which he usea 
frequently. . 

Tho new spirit evident In liidi.a to- 
day is iioi ibc rcsiill of ono or Uvo 
forces but of a combination of force.'. 
Their ancient civilization is meeting 
with tho new and so a tit.iUzed out- 
look on life results. Indians l.avc ^on^• 
arc going, In Increnoing numb'-ri', 
abroad to bo educated. In fact in onc< 
year two hundred students frdin Cey- 
lon attended Oxford and Cambridge. 
Their cotnlng in contact with other 
I>eoplo ha." . developed n.Ttlon.iH.sin 
among Ibom. And then there l.s tlii" 
great Gandhi, In himself the idea, of 
the new National India. 

RandhI .studied law In England an ! 
up to tho time of the war was very 
loyal lo tho Engll-sh Government. Hu 
hoped that India would develop Into 
a groivt country under British Empire. 
But after the war bis sympathies turn- 
ed from England to the Mo..(lems. He 
no longer loved the English Systsm 
after the abolition of the Caliphate al- 
though his faith In Englishmen ^had 
not been blinded. 

At that time it was necessary to save 
India from trusting too much In Eng- 
land and reaching the state the British 
were In under tlio Iloman's. The llnea 
of division and came were very deep 
and the emergence of some individual 
tvho should merge India Into one na- 
tion was desired. Many People think 
that Cindhl i.s ju^t cich a personaJ- 
ll;'. lie has caused a spill in the Hlnd'j 
ranks by his preachings against cast 
and as a result of this a modîmljt 
group of Hindus has sprung up. But 
much of the old fuper-sllllon and ritu- 
al has been done away with. Ho 
throws InteroBlIng sidelights on Hindu 
Philosophy. He conceives of canto only 
on vlcationnl baais. As an example of- 
thI.s he has broken cvtc hlm-clf. There 
is a feeling of ."elf -.i.'^ae.stment spre.id- 
Ing throughout the whole of India. Shi 
haa been a EUb-contlncnt in tho past 
and Uio time has come ^vl^cn* trreater 
stoJtos should iK! given It Gandhi would 
like to nee India within ihe nrltl«h 
iCmpIro If i>ossiblo but if It Is not 
given Dominion .status, he bclleve« 
that It may bo for It to assets Itself 
and break .i-»ay from the ICmplre. 
.Claiming that good go\'emmcni Is no 
sub.vlltuto for self-government. 

Tho speaker pointed out that the 
question of religuous strife was. tho 
greatest hindrance to poUtloai unity. 
He said that although the Mcslcmi 
were in minority they were the most 
nctivo and energetic people in" the 
country not being hampered by class 
divisions. The first missionaries from 
the west dirt a great deal of harm 
Momc of whicli \f. still evident. But to- 
day they understand conditions better 
and adapt their teachings to condi- 
tions in India. ' Wonderful things avIII 
come out of India. ' .Mr, Putnim <U- 
clared Iji ending his addrf?«. 

Mr. John Williamson, M.,\., Librar- 
ian of the Presbyterian College, wa^ 
present and took p.\ri in tlic dl.scus- 
»lon ivhlch followed the principal ad- 
dress. Bev. .Mr. Atchison also spoke.

"The phantom of separation and 
abso'.n'e Independence iis a Canadian 
des re is called up again, an Insult, 
In xny judgement, to the sturdy char- 
acter of an honorable Cana<llnii people 
who have ». deep rCvproncr for the 
Britlïh Constitution and nil it repre- 
sents. 11 Is all very fooilsh this phun- 
tem-Wiis'ng, hut It is harmful and 
makes for discontent. It la not a 
ibellef or a hope in Canada. 

"The second view is that Canadiens 
should remain "ColoBlals," that Cana. 
da would prefer stUl to be a eolon}', 
In the nursery state, a mere child In 
the mother's house, hack to the old 
colonial, days of a century ago. Kvery 
time one cmphai'lzea the dcsirabllltj' 
of strcnglhcnlijg the t:<!» of Empire, 
there is someone who accuses him of 
colon alism and his independence Is 
ungenerously Impugned. There may 
be Canadians who lidd to this colon- 
ial view, the view that luiy other 
position fq'r, Canada will rrne.in,ultl-; 
mate.' disrupt oh. Such "an Idea. Is 
what the psychologist would call an 
Inferiority complex, divorced from na- 
tional prklo and .sulf-confidencc. • 
The View of Truth, 

"The third view Ik the view of 
truth, that which holds that the 
great j.tpalgrjty of Canadians arc; 
nclth<f^>^(p»rivtist!' nor colonial but* 
Just Canadians.. Tlicy desire freedom 
to manage, their own affalr.i under the 
British Crown and not distinct from 
It. The fourth view, which I shall dis- 
miss with a word as being unworthy 
of discussion, the view that Canadians 
are annexationists and that they desire 
to be att.ached to the United States is' 
too absurd to be here discussed. It 
Is equally ridiculous to the minds of 
sane, -thinking Americans and sound- 
thinking Canadians. It Is so un- 
founded that It is never talked about 
except by those who do not know 
Canada's mind and heart. I grant that 
In the history of our country there 
have been periods in which moods of 
pessimism appeared, notably In 1849 
when the Annexation Manifesto was 
signed in Montreal, periods when the 
faint-hearted wondered If the malB- 
tainint of a British Dominion en this 
continent were too greet a task In 
competition with a powerful neighbor- 
ing country at kindred people, but 
these moods have quickly passed as 
they always will pass in the future. 

"Now, with regard to the third view 
mentioned above, the real Canadian 
attitude, surely we can be good Cana- 
dians and good Britons In our desire 
for autonomy without be accu.scd of 
wishing to weaken the British tie. 
The struggle of our fathers when ih-.y 
strove *for responsible government ono 
hundred years ago was not In any 
sense an antl-Brltlsh struggle. It was 
ul heart a British struggle. It whh ti 
demand for the giving to Britons. be- 
yond the seas the privileges which 
Englishman had enjoyed since IHiS. 
the privilege of managing Iheli: own 
affairs In their own way. 11 was a 
declaration that the freedom of British 
citizens should not be confined to the 
narrow preclnts of the British Men. 
but should be enjoyed by every man 
who called himself a Briton in any 
corner of the globe. It vran a pro- 
test that the Atlantic Ocean should 
not be a barrier to th» prlvilefics and 
the "civil rights In connection with 
taxation and government which the 
sons of lirltaln enjoyed in the home 
Uud. 

' The Building ef Canada. 

"The making of Canada on this 
principle has been ■ on incomparable 
achievement, one of the greatest In 
the history of nations. It ha.*) been 
accompanied In . thé face . ol frequent 
opposition and many 'discouraging ob- 
st.aclea. The first discussion of the 
rights of a colonizing power and of 
the rights of the subjects of a coloniz- 
ing power took place when the Ameri- 
can colonies protested In 1776 against 
what they termed unjust discrimina- 
tion baaed on geographical distances 
from the Central Government. They 
.asked for the freedom .and the prlvi- 
lege of managing their own affairs 
UXOER the British Crown and XOT 
SEPARA'rB from the British Crown.

The first n«e they flow as symboliQ' 
of this ideal appeared in -^1774 
at Taunton, Mass. It was the Union 
Jack of Britain with 13 stars In the 
upper rlghthnnd eonier, representa- 
tive of the 13 colonies. It was celled 
the flag of "Ubftrty and Union" — 
liberty for the colonies to work out 
their own destiny and éolve their 6wh 
Immediate problems, but union aMong 
themselves and WITH the parent 
country. The political blundering of 
stupid stettemen rendered the rëaltaa. 
tlon cf this Ideal Impossible, and the 
Aiilerlcan Republic was the result. 

'•But the Outoonte ws* of vàlue to 
Canada. Our struggle for responsible 
èovernmenl was, oii the while, » 
peaceful strtiggle. U r4>sulttd in ù 
BOlnVlon practically without bloodshed. 
\Ve solved In this country without loss 
of territory to our parent country the 
problem of iiutonomy 'wltiiln the Em- 
pire and that Is prehnpfl our greatest 
contl-lbutlon to the making of our 
great Kfttpire. We were the first tc 
do It. But for. 1)0 yen r)i, from lrt47 
to IPL'T, the status of Cauitda artd the 
other overseas Dominions has slowly 
but surely changed. 

Hews's Femeus Address. 

"We havè broadened down from 
precedent to precedent. When .losoph 
lltywe made his famous speech on the 
"Organisation of Empire," he was far 
in advance of his time, ife pleaded 
for what has actually happétHed In the 
development of the oversease Dom- 
inions, and ho saw and pictured thé 
disaster which would InevlUbly fol- 
low iridlfference to his pleading. lie 
was not a separatist. To him British 
traditions and Hrltlsh institutions 
were sacred thlng.s. .Vexl to his God, 
he snid, In the iirlilsjh Constitution he 
had nn abiding faith, lie was a great 
Ciinndlan. but he was also a great 
Imperialist of the saner type. Hti 
had a new theory of Empire, which 
today the whole British world accoptH 
as Wise. To him distance should 
mako no difference in the attitude of 
Britain towards her children or in the 
privileges and rights enjoj-cd by these 
children. 

"Why, he asked, should there be 
one attitude to the man who walks 
the streets of London or Manchester, 
and who perhaps caniiot even write 
his own name;^and^another attitude 
towards the htaiT'wio^lîws^Iii Mont- 
real or Bombay or Cape Town? Why 
should the latter as citizens of the 
Empire be looked upon with a super- 
cilious air? Why should there not 
be equality of status? Until it Is 
realized that we are all equal mem- 
bers of a great family, a united Em- 
pire will remain biit a dream, and 
misunderntandings and suspicions will 
continue to appear. 

'Jt is time we ceased to talk about 
the ogles of separation when we de- 
mand the fullest measure of autonomy 
and to plead the neeessity of being 
always colonials of a century ago. 
After all we are neither English nor 
American.' We are Canadians. We 
have left the colonial status far be- 
hind. We have outgrown the stage of 
political childhood. We have come to 
national - manltood. But we have . not 
reached the stage, and we nevei* shall 
roach it, when because of the con- 
sciousness of our strength we resolve 
to sever the ties that bind us to the 
Old Land.. Surely wo can manage 
our own - household without being 
charged with disloyalty to the British 
Crown. And .surely we can .stand four- 
square In our alnf:ere support of Bri- 
tish connection, without being accused 
'Of. having the colonial spirit of a van- 
ished age.- There is nothing inconsis- 
tent between a sturdy full-blooded 
Canadlanism and a sincere Imperial- 
ism. 

Quotation Vrem Speech 

"1 am now «oing to tak.» the liberty 
-f quoting from a Npeech. wnlch I 
made in . London in May I'JIO when I 
had the d'stlnctlon of h<iir.s the gitebt 
of honoi' at the Lord Mayor's ban- 
quet: 

".\t this Umo and lu thi.f place nil 
we can .say notv Is tliat the war has 
brought about many rapid and drastic 
changes In the view-point of the Do- 
min'ona concfnilng their relations 
with the .Motherland. They now be- 
lieve it Is urgent that a new nut'.tt 
shall be found whioh will strengthen 
tho British sjulem and which will re- 
opgnlzo that certain component parts 
of the Emplie have earned for them- 
selves the status of nations and they 
arc',anxlotis among other things that 
every suggestion of political Inferiority 
shall be removed. In tho many 
branches of war activities e'.ther in 
the field or at home, as soldiers or 
OS manufacturers, or in tho .sweeter 
realm of mercy, the Dominions have 
i)roved themselves a proud place 
amongst the civilized nations of the 
world aiongaide Great Britain. 

"The^^nationnl spirit of the Do- 
minions tias been matured' by tho war 
but the ties which bind the Empire 
together have In no way been weak- 
ened. On tho contr.ary.' I believe there 
is now a atswig fcohng that machin- 
ery ahotild be erected that would make 
out of the British liinplro a constel- 
lation of nations freo, equal, unltcnt by 
good wilt, common ideals reciprocal 
oonfidonce all under one flag nivd one 
King. The.<te nations although enjoy- 
ing absoluto freedom In the working 
of their p.artlculur destinies should 
have a voice commensurate with their 
singular Interests In tho Empire as a 
whole. Under equal prlvJleges thoy 
.ihoiild through the medium of the 
maclilnery provided share equal^.dut- 
les one tow.'\rd the other In the b'rpad-

phrases. It mtist be 'forced and 
welded and made workable.' The 
task is laid upon the peoples of the 
Brit'sh Empire, and Genera! Currle 
spoke yesterday for all who, .here and 
In the Dominions, are resolved that 
It shall not be put off indefinitely. 
For the moment it must be put off. 
Reconiti-uctlon, w'hich .j^meana^l^Its 
widest sense the estat^shment ef a 
new social order that confronts with 
the teaching of the war. Is the imme- 
diate task, here and in the Dom'nlons. 
The strike troubles In Winnipeg aro 
one Instance of its pressure. In Cana- 
da. But the time will come when the 
foundations of the new order havo 
been la'd, and then the States ot tho 
Empire will have to turn to Imperial 
reconstruction , 

Another great Canadian, the 
Prime Minister of the Dominion, Sir 
Robert Borden, said, before be went 
home the other , day, that tho t'me 
should be ripe during 1920. Tho pro- 
cedure was settled as lontf sigo as the 
Imperial Conference of 1917. It I.h to 
be through a , conference of Iniporlal 
representatives to discuss the pollllcnl 
organization of the Empire. Lot us 
take care that the Dom'nlons are not 
ready for It before we are ready.' 
Continuing, Sir Arthur Currlo sa'd: 
"It is for you young O.madluns 
to disseminate a sound go.'pel of Can- 
ndlanlsm. Our country 's sprung 
from four great races, Trench and 
Scotc,h, Irish and English. Our an- 
cestors of these great laecs brought 
to their nov.- country of their pioneer 
esta'bllshment the best traditions of 
their respective nafonalltles. Here 
they merged Into one united stream, 
the stream wh'ch we call Can.adian. 

"The Canadian ch.aracter Is .i dis- 
tinct character. But it Is sp'ritually 
and polltlAuy Brit'sh. It là' perhaps 
natural that wc Canadians grow some- 
what weary and somewhat Impatient 
when onr slrugRlo to seonre h n auton- 
omy and cq\iallty, of which our fathers 
dreamed, la mlunanied n. struggle for 
separation and absolute independence. 
Arid we grow equally Impatient when 
our reverenco for -British' connection 
la misnamed colonialism or crlng'ng 
dependence. The former shnfiîd not 
mean - the questioning of our patriot- 
ism, nor should the latter imply a 
lack 0 f. faith .,lnj Cana^^ power t o 



solve h*r own pirébrtm^ In hér " oait 
way. • 

"In .Tuly next we shall celebrate In 
this great coimtry the 60th anniver- 
sary of our birth as :i united Dom- 
inion. If you turn to thé British 
North .Vmerica Act; 'under which the 
four original provinces wore iintieil, 
yoii will find that the ilioam of the 
Pivthers of Confederation waa that the 
union of the four origiiùl provinces 
would result not only In benefit to 
Cniiada, but would be of Inestimable 
adviintage to the Hrltlsh Empire. Their 
dream hns boen realized attd 60 years 
havo proved its iX'iartoni. 

"As a Vdunp Men's Canadian Club 
you too flp^roVé of Ihéli^ vision.

The work of Tas- 
leur In disproving the theory of 
."poiilaneous grneratioii :,nd later in 
his epoch-malting experiment in the 
field of bactaeriology were next men- 
tioned. KlntUly the application of the 
work of I'asteur to surgery by l.lster 
and tli:-, Introduction of antlnptlc 
surgery formed a fitting cUmax to a 
century ho full of great benefactors lo 
mankind. 

The speaker felt It Impossible lo 
mention ninny oihiM- worUerH who 
were perhaiis cijually wortliy of 
mention, lie also stated that our 
|)roxlm:ty to the nineteenth century 
made It difficult Tor us to appreciate 
Its true value.

Following the sec- 
ond subject, a very nhort rpi.-iodlcal 
passage mostly derived from the chief 
tlîeme foIlowByiSihnd then the two 
themes are pre.icntcd again in their 
ent-'rety. The Overture conclude?! 
with a triumphant crng, in which a 
'fanfare' of bras.i prrdoniinaiei«. Hue- 
thoven prob.il.ly imeding by tliis nil 
apotheosis, the figure of Freedom 
holding a wreath of victory over the 
dead hcro'.i head. 

Eighth Symphony 
Tho first movement Allegro vivace 
• con brio has no Introduction but 
starts off (in the key F and In trlpl>. 
lime) with tile iir nclpal theme, tlj.' 
little figure or motif of the opening 
bar being very much In evidence 
throughout llie movement. The en- 
.trance of. the spcond or contrasting 
theme, -which is not long delayed. Is 
emphasised by a few short 'staccato' 
chord.": it \» played l>y the violins In 
octaves, in the key of D major, and 
repeated by the flutes and oboes In 
tho key of C. With the material thus 
piovided In the first section, (which 
Iti repcatrd in order thai the adulente 
may he more familiar with the sub- 
ject matter), iho movement is develop- 
ed and Is not.rbly for Its sponstanelty, 
!i« vh-aclly. Its Insistent rhythm, and 
Its louches here and there of quaint 
humor. 

The second movement, Allcgrette 
scheriando, (In tho key of H flat and 
In duple time), oi>eni, wllh a melody 
on tho HtringH against an accompani- 
meiil of short, crisp chords on the 
woud w nd, and Is remarkable for its 
combined gracofulnosa and delicacy. 
Humor ia never absent from It, but 
It Is tt c|ulet refned kind of humor. 
It may be noted that no truiiipei.s or 
drums arn used in this inovemeiit. 

Tho Minuat and Trio— In iho key of 
F and In trIiJo time — which form the 
third movement afford a contrast In 
stylo to tho pipuancy of the preced- 
ing tnovenii'nt. Wirr it iioi for llio 
ovideiicu of greater frei-dom in tho 
iiHe of such wind liistrumeiits ns Un- 
Bassoon and Horns to which are al- 
lotted important .moIo passage.'', tlie 
Minuet iind Ti'o are ra'hor of tin- 
Haydn or .Sloxurt type ihaii of thai 
of tho later Boothovop.
